1 . The primary examiner notes the changes to the Abstract and editorial mods to the Specification. 2. The examiner is not 
swayed by the applicant's argument that the prior art cited (eg. Raith) is "not germane since it focuses on a TDMA system". 
Firstly. Raith discloses CDMA technology which the primary examiner construes as being supported. Secondly, Raith does not 
explicitly rule out a system(s) which his teachings do not apply. Lastly, Raith teaches/allows for various modifications to be 
made to his invention, which would apply for generic cellular systems (09. L1 1-15. hence the primary examiner's interpretation 
that his reference to CDMA would include support for this technology). 3. The applicant argues that Schorman and Padovani 
are misapplied. The examiner disagrees and has pointed out how/where these references disclose teachings which read on 
those of the applicant. 4. While the primary examiner has pointed out novel claims, he would entertain an interview to further 
discuss the disposition of the case/claims along with other topics. .
